An £ grade must be made up during the next 
semester where laboratoiy practice is not necessai-y. 
In case of specific laboratory techniques being in- 
volved the r^ grade nnist be made up in the semes- 
ter when the course is next scheduled. All E grades 
not removed according to these instructions shall 
automatically become F grades. 
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II. Quality Points 

■ Quality points are given as follows: Each hour of 
A gives 3 points; of B, two points; of C, 1 point; of 
D, no point; of E and F, -1 point. 

III. Quality Point Requirements 

1. For graduation a 1.0 avoragi- (C) is icquired. 

2. If a student has a point average below I.O (C) 
in any semrsfor or a cumulative point average 
below 1.0 (C), his case shall be referred to the 
Faculty Committee on Admissions. The coiii- 
niittce may request the withdrawal of the stu- 
dent from college. 

3. Failure to achieve a cumulative point average 
of 1.0 (C) by the end of the sophomore year 
will necessitate a request for the students with- 
drawal from the College. 

4. For a student teaching assignment a 1.0 (C) 
average in the fields of specialization is requir- 
ed. 

IV. Dropping Subjects and Changing Courses 
l.No course shall be dropped jvithout a penalty 

grade of F after the third week of a semester; 
prior to such time, the student must secure the 
approval of the instructor of the course, Direc- 
tor of the Department, and the Dean of In- 
struction for such withdrawal. 
2. Students who desire to transfer from their De- 
partment must secure the written consent of 
the Director of their Department, the Director 
of the Department to which they request trans- 
fer, and, if under 21, parents permission, sub- 
ject to the approval of the Admissions Com- 
mittee.

Ynu aie urged to have youT' absences recorded in 
the offices o\ the persoTinel Deans by presenting 
salisfactoi^y evidt-nce of illness or equally justifiable 
cause. 

(•) A student with a quality point average of less 
than 1.0 4ir a student on academic probation may 
niii hr absent. 

Absences are not permitted in any student teach- 
iuK assiifnnu'nt. 
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Responsibility rests with tlie individual student 
for a number of absences equal to tlic numbei- of 
semester hours for which a couise is oH'crcd. Make- 
up work of any sort resulting from absences incur- 
red may be permitted at the disctetion of the iii- 
Hlructoi' of the couise. Any suhscfiuent absence must 
be justified by evidence of a bona fide illness or 
equally justifiable cause to prevent loss of credit. 

If a student accumulates a number of absences in 
a course equal to twice tlie numbei of semester 
hoius for which the course is oflered, the case must 
be leviewed by the Curriculum Committee befoie 
credit can be granted in that couise. 

Musical Organizations — more than two absences 
is likely to result in the loss of credit. 

Assembly — each absence after the second will 
result in the loss of a quality point.

Fines 

1. Two cents a <iay Including Sundays and lioll- 
da\s is imposed for' eacli overdue hook, pamphlet oi 
per indiial. 
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2. A 50 per cent discount is allowed for payment 
of fines at the time a book is returned. (This does 
iujI apply to Reserve Books. ) 

3. Student will be sent two notices for overdue 
libraiy material or fines not paid. If the matter 
has not been settled by the close of the fourth 
day after the second notice has been sent, the 
names of the students will lie sent to tlie Dean 
of In.struction on the morning of the jiflli day. Tlic 
Dean will then exchide each student from all 
classes until satisfactory settlement of the stu- 
dent's libraiy account is certified by one of the 
librariaiks. 

4. Loss of a library book should be reported im- 
mediately to the librarian. Books not returned afler 
two overdue notices have been sent are considered 
lost and the borrower is billed for the material lost. 
The student is given a period of time free of fines 
in Older to search for the material. 

5. There will be a charge of 2 cents a day on 
each overdue picture and a fine of 25 cents for each 
lost picture except for especially fine prints where 
the charge will depend on the original cost of the 
picture. 

Reserve Books 

Books designated by faculty members as reserve 
material for tlie use of their students, may be ob- 
tained at the Reserve Desk by asking for them by 
author and call number.

Membership 
All students residing in North Hall, llie women's 
dormitory, shall be members of this Association. 
ARTICLE IV 
The Women's Dormitory Council 
Section 1. The Wonien"s Dormitoiy Council shall 
be the governing body of tliis Association. It sliall 
consist of the President and nine members. 

Section 2. The adviser to the Dormitory Council 
shall be the Dean of Women. 

ARTICLE V 

Meetings 

Section 1. The Women's Dormitory Association 
shall meet at the discretion of the President of the 
Women's Dormitoi-y Council.

ARTICLK I

'I III- meetings shall hv called by the 
Women's Dormitory Council Fresidctit or the Dean 
of Women.

Nominations and Election of the Women's 

Dormitory Council

dates for offices at a meeting of the Women's 
Dormitoiy Association. Following the report of the 
Council, nominations foi each ofHce may be made 
fr<im the floor by any member present.

<lrni shall be a senior. Of the i emaining nine mem- 
bers. t\M> shall be seniors, three juniois, two sopho- 
nioies. and tu<t freshmen who will be elected si\ 
ureks after the opening of the College. 

'I'hc nainc:> of the candidates shall be submitted 
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f()i' approval to tlie Oiganizatioii Adviser, tlic Dean 
of Instiuction and the Point-System Chairman. 

Voting shall be by seciet ballot. A majoiity of 
votes cast shall constitute an election. In case there 
are more than two candidates for one office, and no 
one receives a majority of the votes cast, a second 
election shall be held with the two highest as candi- 
dates. 

The president, with the approval of council, 
shall have tlie power to appoint a person to fill a 
vacancy considering the defeated candidates of the 
previous election for that particular vacancy. 

ARTICLi: III 

Duties of the Women's Donnitory Council 
Section 1.

2. QUIET HOURS 

a. On Monday. Tuesday, Wednesday and Thurs- 
day, study houis are designated from 7:3U p.m. to 
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UI:IHl p.m. During these hoiiis. no student is to 
make any noise that would be disturbing to any one* 
who is studying. 

b. On Sunday, Monday, Tuesday, Wednesday 
and Thursday night, quiet hours are designated 
from 11:00 p.m. to 7:0() a.m. 

c. On Friday nigitt quiet hours are from 12:01) 
midnight to Satin day 9:00 a.m. and on Saturday 
from 12:00 midnight to Sunday 9:00 a.m. 

d. On Special dance nights quiet hours begin 
one-half hour after the time that the students aie 
in the dormitory for the night.

Automobile Regulations for Men Students 
Living in the Dormitory 

1. All raiiv ow nid and operated by students lesid- 
inK ill the doriniloiy must be regiNteied with the 
Colh'Ke tlirouKi) the Oran of Men. 

2. A student on prot)ati()n is not permitted to 
have an automobile during the semester that he is 
on piol>alion. 

'S. A fresbnian under twerity-one yeais of age is 
not permitted to have an automobile at tlie Col- 
lege. 

4. Upper class-men who are undci twenty-one 
yeant of age may make application to have an auto- 
mobile while a student at the college. Such .students 
rnuHt secure special per"mission from the College 
Commillee on Automobile Traffic and Parking. Ap- 
plication for this peiniission must be made through 
the Ollicc of the Dean of Men and must be ac- 
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companied by a letter from the parents setting 
forth the reason for such permission. Permission 
will be granted by the committee only upon valid 
reason. 

5. Those students who are ordinarily not per- 
mitted to have an automobile at the college may. 
as a means of transportation to their homes, bring 
an automobile to the college no sooner than the 
week-end preceeding the vacation and it must be 
returned to the student's home no later than the 
first week-end following vacation. Such automobiles 
must be registered at the Office of Dean of Men or 
Dean of Women on each occasion. 

6. Students who have been granted part-time em- 
ployment at the college may not own an automobile 
or have one in their possession during the time in 
wliich they are enrolled as a student. 

FIRE REGULATIONS

Day Students* Room

end of Noith Hall facing west, and in the south 
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end of tlic Student Center, arc available to all day 
students foi" relaxation and study between the houis 
of 8:00 a.m. and 10:00 or 11:00 p.m., depending 
upon the closing hour of North Hall. This room 
should be kept clean and presentable at all times. 

Post OfFice and Bulletin Boards 

All day students should visit the Post Office at 
least once daily. The day student Post Office is at 
right of the entrance to Student Ccntei-.

B. CLOTHING FIRE:

\. In CASK OF IM1M-,ND1N(; ENEMY AIR AT- 
lACK. THESE INSTRUCTIONS WILL BE 
FOLLOWED: 

(h) 'I'be lire alaini of the Mansfield Fire Depart- 
nirnl "ill be l he olficial warning device. Tlie 
ATFACK ALERT is a steady blast of the siren 
for tbtre to (ivr minutes. At this warning, all 
(>ri-B»nR not in buildings will immediately enter 
4mc. Whenever radios are available, they will be 
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turned on and tuned to FREQUENCIES 640 
or 1240 (CONELRAD STATIONS). The fre- 
quencies will be the only areas on the dial where 
instructions will be given. All othci stations will 
go off the air. 

(b) Whenever the ATTACK ALERT is fol- 
lowed by a WAILING m SHORT BLAST OF 
THE SIREN FOR THREE MINUTES, all 
persons should be inside buildings and at tliis 
time will proceed to take further cover by 
moving to lower floors and basement. ALL 
UPPER FLOORS MUST BE VACATED. 
Persons will station themselves at exits to insure 
no one loaves building. 

(c) Following the wailing blasts (ATTACK). 
all peisons must remain UNDER COVI^R until 
notified by a ^varden or until tlie ALL CLEAR 
IS SOUNDED. 

(d) The ALL CLEAR is identified as a 
STEADY BLAST OF THE SIREN FOR ONE 
MINUTE. When the ALL CLEAR is sounded, 
persons may leave their shelter areas. 

G. RELEASING INFORMATION 

1. So as to insure that proper and coiiect informa- 
tion be related to the press and otiier individuals 
in time of an emergency, Mr. Roy Pirritano, 
representing the College, is the only person 
authorized to lender any-and-all information to 
anyone, either piess representatives or indi- 
viduals, regarding any accident or emergency 
occurring on Campus, or to any of the Col- 
lege's students. 

2. Under no circumstances will any individual, 
either students or employees, undeitake to di- 
vulge any information of any nature, without 
proper notification from Mr. Pirritano.
